never gives any definition of what inspira- 
tion is.

tion of God, bu'5' in what way! Holy men 
spoke as thoy wore moved Ijy tho Holy- 
Ghost; but how wore they movodf Thoso 
points are not settled by Scripture. 


Mr. Boocher thought it impertinent to nil- 


vanco the plenary Inspiration theory, which 
implied that God "coulll only make known 
results by thrusting his Ideas and words into 
tho speech of man. 


There Is another theory, which not only 


saves tho book by reconciling it with tho 
other revelations of God in nature, but 
which frees it from a thousand criticisms 
and objections and Is valid, and fa sufllclon: 
to maintain tho integrity o£ tho book. 
It 


assumes that God Is the life universal; that 
whatever has lifo or activity id directly 01* 
remotely connected with tho nature oC God's 
own boinR. How God ir-fuios liirnso:f no 
ono knows. It is somewhat parallel—al- 
though by a small moasuro oC comparison— 
with that which ever}' man is conscious of. 
We know wo aro creatures of iuteUictinco 
and volition, und that tho equalities inhere in 
sci'.iu way in the organization of the body; 
but can anybody toll what tho principle of 
vitality is, or tho connection batwoon mind 
operation and tho brain! Wo know tlm! 
wu huvo a physical body, subject to phy.-> 
ioul laws, and wo know that lu that, and 
pm'vadins It somehow, there is also some- 
thing thut is not matter, and that is the 
most olVoctuul and characteristic element in 
us. And that which wo curry ahout overy 
day has only to bo oalargod 
to bocomo 


an analogy of that which is yet grander— 
tho connoctiOD that subsists betwoon the de- 
veloped universe Hnd the over-presence of 
the divine thought and will. This is nut 
pantheism, which makes the universe in its 
totality u god. I can conceive that boinp; 
tolerated as il poetic dream, but not an ex- 
planation ut difileuluo.', for it is, itself, tho 
more inexplicable. All laws is<uft from God: 
Ho is tho lifo of the world; the universe is a 
t evpstunl outpoint; from the mind of Gnd; 
y<>t God is separable from this material uiil- 
vcr 0 in his existence and method. 


Having drawn this analogy between tbo 


mind of man and tho operations of thodoity, 
Mr. Boechcr proceeded to elaborate his the- 
ory that tho inspiration ot tho Biblo con- 
sisted in its being tho record of the notion ol 
the divine mind upon tho human conscious- 
ness, that has raised man from tho lowest 
barbarism, step by stop, unfolding luoral- 
itios, social laws, Braces, reason and spiritu- 
ality. It is 
1 tho human race that has boon 


inspired and tho Blblo was lived first and 
tho record of it made afterward. 


In concluding he said to thoso who feared 


to impair tho Biblo by showing its truo 
structure, that no hand would evor bo 
raised against tho essential parti of the Bl- 
blo. tho teachings of love, trust, jontlenos-, 
and long-aulTerlng, the qualities which wore 
to unlto tho world by bonds of the heart.

From that station behold your 
disconsolate family; exalt our minds 
from fond regret and unavailing ,'firief to

These wo must not lament; it were an 
impioty to sully them with a tear. To 
choi/'sh thoir memory, to embalm them 
with our praises, and if our frai.l condi- 
tion will permit, to emulate your bright 
example, will be tho truest murk of oar 
respect to your memory." 


How trae many ot these turjes may 


bo said of our departed friend and broth- 
er, A. W. Baldwin. It is nearly thirty 
seven years sinco 1 first made hi° ac- 
quaintance, and I soon loaiaed to love 
and udmira his many virtues and his 
manly qualities. Our relations became 
olosa and 
friendly 
on h;s becoming 


the clerk of this court, the duties ot 
which ho has performed so faithfully and 
wall for so many years; and after comicg 
upon tho bench and having my chambers 
iu the same building with him, our rela- 
tions bc=amo atillmore friendly and in- 
timate, and his death fell with a grent 
weight ot sadness upon mo. Bat I have 
listened with a conscious pleasure to tho 
resolutions which have botn read, and 
the addresses that have been epokun, iu 
his behalf; and I feel thai I can add but 
little to what has been so truthfully, ap- 
propiiately and eloquently said m uis 
praise and to trs honor. But this thought 
has constantly come to my mind since 
his departure, "Where is now A. W. 
Bnldw.n?'' We know his mortal frame is 
quietly resting in our beautiful cemetery 
g onuds, snd that it w.'U soon mingle 
with its nat'.vo cartbly elements. But tho 
soul is formed of finer elements than 
these. Whore is that part of A. W. Bald- 
win that gsmod our love and won our 
admi'.ationy Where are all his qualities 
of heart, the pure and holy affections of 
biswi'l? Where are thosa intellectuol 
powers with which he 
reasoned and 


judged? The elements of which his body 
vrere compcsed, are not, and cannot be 
annihilated. They may go, and proba- 
bly wj'l in tho ages to come, into other 
forms ot vegetable or animal Mfo. 
They 


are as old as the earth itself, and will 
last wb'le the earth shall oontmuo to on- 
duro, But if these finer and higher qual- 
ities of the will and understanding do 
not continue to eiist, then while the 
grosser elements of the earthly body are 
preserved, the moro ethereal qualities of 
heart intellect and soul, are annihilated, 
wbich is contrary to all the analogies of

1. However eloquent the modern 


teachers of infidelity nay be, however 
full and well rounded their sentences, 
or however captivating their arguments 
may seem, I still prefer to follow the 
lights carried by the old teachers, and to 
follow^ in tha paths they trod.

A few days ago ha was tha load- 
ing sponker it tho opening ot tho free li- 
brary and museum at Shrewsbury, In hia ltd- 
dross, Tvhtcb abounded In wit, learning, and 
philosophy, ho made tho prediction that the 
groat rondure of the next generation will be, 
not our lawyers, doctors, merchant;, or 
manufacturers, but tho mechanic, nrtisai), 
and laborer. Tho reason, ho thought, waa 
natural. Tho formor work with tho bead, 
and in their daily avocations bocomo woary 
of montal toil. Attar tho day's wort is over 
tLoy aro r.ot inclined to read books, but wish 
to seek exorcise in tho opon air. With par- 
sons who labor with tboir hands, howevor, 
tho caso is different. 
Thoy bave had sufil- 


clont exercise, and now dosiro a chance. 
Their minds aro active at .night, and they 
talco pleasure in boota. Jfany mechanic) 
who road and studio:! during tho evening 
would take tho su!>scanco of tho books back 
to tho shop tha next day, 
and have their 


i thoughts directed toward it 
whilo thoy 


•vvoriied. 


Tho lecturer admitted that up to this tiaio 


tho soholare ol tho world havo boon thoso 
who KolcctoJ into'.loctual punulti. 
Thoy 


had a scholastic training from childhood, 
and continued to 1'ead and study hooks from 
habit. 
i'orsom who worked with tholr 


hands had not found a knowledge o£ books 
necessary to success, and thoy had nogloctod 
them. 
Now wltli a free-school 
system 


every oue would bocomo educated, and, with 
shorter hours Cor labor and fro3 libru-t'ios, 
they would become vendors and thinkers. 


All this sounds well, aud in America it bas 


a very familiar sound. Similar statements 
woi'O inado in this country, which estab- 
lished freo schools and libraries boforo Eng- 
land did, moro than forty years ago.

Burrjtt and Horaco Mann foretold tho timo 
when, through tho infltrtimontality o£ freo 
schools and libraries and shorter hours for 
labcr, ovory mechanic and laborer would 
be intelligent and learned. 


Tho timo for tho fulfillment o£ the proph- 


ecy long siuco passed, but tho intellectual 
millennium bag not appeared, und ovary 
yoar scorns to bo further oil than over. 
There aro froo schools hi ovory hamlet and 
a high school and froo library in ovory 
considerable village. Tho hours of labor 
for thoso who uro classed as mechanics aro 
usually short, fcjtill It is not yot common to 
find highly-educated or oven woll-road men 
among any claos of laborers. Mr. Burt, a 
dLstluRuishod member ot parliament; who 
hns spent much timo in this country, statos 
that thoy aro much scarcer hero than in 
Great Britain.
